mn Brothers novitiate they 
seized at gunpoint Jan. 1 would 
be deeded to the Menominee 
tribe.

According to B.E. Phillips, 
hresident and chief executive 
officer, "the effect of the change 
to LIFO was to reduce fourth 
quarter net income by $13.9 
million or $1.03 per share.

earnings, the cash flow.of the 
company is increased by the tax 
saving. This is an important 
source of funds to carry out our 
expansion plans. As long as 
inflation continues, this method 
will bfi beneficial to us in its 
impact on our taxes and cash 
flow," he said. 


In reporting on 1974 results, 


Phillips indicated that slightly 
more than one-half of the 21 
per-cent sales gain resulted 
torn increased shipment levels, 


while the balance came from 
higher product prices. 


After 24 consecutive months 


of increased backlog level; 
Phillips said the order backlog 
dropped and incoming orders 
declined in the fourth quarter. 
"Our backlog remained-high, 
however," he said, "amwmling 
to $846 million at December 31, 
1974, compared to $93i million 
at the end of the third-quarter of - 
1974, and $568 million at year- 
end in 1973.

-"'Everyone knows health care costs 
too much and also shudders at the 
thought of this burden continuing to 
maintain its differential between in- 
come and the price level for other 
requirements. 


The-trend has been at least 20 years 


in developing and aside from putting 
Uncle Sam completely in the business 
of the cradle to grave caretaker's role, 
no substantial impedence against this 
unwanted and unnecessary situation 
has been found. 
"In recent months one facet con- 
tributing 
to this escalation has 


received a widespread airing in the 
news media. More alarming than its 
upward shove on cost is its potential to 
reduce even further the thinly spread 
Service coverage by the medical 
"profession. 
• 
' 


"A good many doctors are threaten- 


ing to close their offices unless 
malpractice suits and the insurance to 
guard against them come down. The 
reaction is voiced the strongest in the 
high .risk areas such as neuro-surgery. 
and other-intricate operations. 


The premiums for malpractice in- 


surance have leapfrogged in the past 
few years and several carriers have 
either withdrawn from this field or are 
close to so doing. 
: ~Not only does the premium increase 
filter its way into the doctor's bill, it is 
fostering 1,overly 
precautionary 


measures prior to surgery as a defense 
mechanism\to a malpractice claim.- 
The patient is being billed extra for 
additional technique not required for 
his care. 


Thus far, three solutions to this log 


jam have been put forth. 


Senator Teddy Kennedy is readying 


a bill to create a national malpractice 
system. 


Some insurers propose spreading 


the total premium cost throughout the 
medical profession by substantially 
raising the rate on the low risk general 
practicioner. 
.Nettled by doctor accusations'that 
the lawyers' gravy train on automobile 
suits having been thinned "by no-fault, 
some .attorneys are drumming up 
malpractice cases, the Michigan Bar 
Association last week announced an 
H-point program to fence out some_of 
the latitude given the plaintiff in an 
ordinary damage suit. 


Each approach or a combination of 


them, while of some potential assis- 
tance, gets to the heart of the dif- 
ficulty. 


Where there is smoke, there has to 


be fire. A malpractice claim is like 
any other assertion for legal redress. 
Some are well founded. Others are 
fictitious. Some doctors, unquestiona- 
bly most of them, good. Others 
parallel forces suggests the liklihood 
of a few spawning most of the court 
cases. 


The inference mayvbe overstated, 


but it would seem that enlightened self 
interest would stimulate the medical 
profession to check out whatever weak 
points may exist within its ranks or 
pr.Tcedures causing any abnormal in- 
cidence of malpractice claims. - 


Immunizing that derelection if it 


does exist is a control factor which has 
•not been advanced with much vigor, at 
'least not publicly. 


The other fly in the ointment is our 


traditional legal system of having a 
jury of laymen decide issues of fact 
completely beyond their education and 
experience and then assessing the 
compensation for damages if it finds 
the defendant in error. 
; The method is tailor made for the 
strateospheric awards in recent years 
in personal injury claims of all types 
and is one reason for the no fault con- 
cept in automobile cases coming into 
vogue. It is the, only tangible defense 
against .economic self destruction. _ 
- 


' The doctors urge arbitration to 
replace the jury's free wheeling as- 
sessment of a claim. 


T&g Michigan Bar suggests it as an 


alternative to be agreed upon, between . 
the doctor and his patient, but essen-. 
tially sticks by the normal courtroom 
method. 


A fixed compensatory plan similar' 


to workmen's compensation is another 
possibility. The trouble with it is that-, 
it automatically makes the doctor lia- 
ble for events and developments 
beyond his control. 


The problem is a most unpleasant 


reality which to date has been handled 
as shouting match between 'the 
medical and legal professions. 


Some housecleaning within the 


medical realm and a rational com- 
pensation when things do go wrong are 
still overlooked.

So serious 
is the conflict 'at the highest 
levels of the Church, and so ap- 
parently intractable are the 
theological issues, that the 
pariah word "schism" is begin- 
ning to be heard, and when all 
this conies into the open the 
political and religious reper- 
cussions are bound to be 
profound. 


Most Catholics close to the 


conflict expect that the bead of 
the Jesuit order, Superior 
General the Very Reverend 
Pedro Amipe, will resign at the 
request of Pope Paul. The 
suppression of the Jesuit order, 
the wealthiest and mostjpres- 
tigious in the Church, is con- 
sidered a real possibility. That a 
large faction pi "progressive" 
Jesuits and their admirers will 
leave the Church is regarded as 
certain, and the only question 
that remains is how large this 
faction will be. 


In terms of Church politics, 


the conflict resembles in many 
ways the political cleavages 
dividing secular society, a 
frequent subject of this column. 
By and large, the Catholic 
bishops around the world are 
doctrinally conservative, and 
this -is especially true of the 
non-Western bishop* of the 
Third World. Ranged against 
the bishops and the bulk of or- 
dinary clergy and laymen are 
the modernizing Intellectual 
Jesuits who dominate Catholic 
higher 
education, 
control 


monastic institutions, and dis- 
senunate their views through a 
lively stream of books and 
periodicals. This division in the 
Catholic world rather UrUdngty 
resembles the secular split 
between middle America and 
the acadeinlc-inedia-verballst 
eUte. 


Thtotoiically, .the' figure of 


the late Teilhwrd * Chardia to 
central, with other revisionist 
theologian* like Karl Rahner 
and Han* Kung out to support- 
tairalM.

James Mclaughlin made a 
spectacle of himself as "Nixon's 
Jesuit." Ff; Robert Drinan, 
serving as a Congressman from 
Massachusetts, has evaded the 
question of whether he has the 
required permission to pursue a 
political career, and the indica- 
tions are that be does not have 
it Dr. Daniel Berrigan became 
a Katzenjammer-kid fugitive 
from justice and a transitory 
radical chic hero, before he im- 
molated himself by attacking 
Israel. 


What it is important to un- 


derstand is that these and other 
aberrations are theologically 
rooted. The saton Teilhardians 
defy Church authority because 
their modernizing theology, 
erodes the sacred roots of that 
authority. 


So far, ominous rumblings

"Furthermore, CF is second 


only to cancer in the number of 


young lives it Jakes, yet three 
out of four victims of this 
diseascrare not yet diagnosed. 
Because early diagnosis of CF is 
essential to longer life for these 
children, we'have embarked on 
this statewide campaign to 
bring this vital health message 
to the people of Michigan." 


Cystic flbrosis is an inherited 


disease for which there is 
neither cure nor control.- In CF, 
a thick, sticky mucus clogs .the 
lungs and airways, creating 
breathing difficulties, high sus- 


ceptibility to infection and lung 
damage. The mucus may also 
interfere with digestion by 
preventing the flow of enzymes 
into the small intestine; causing 
malabsorpbon of food. 


Though, both parents must be 


carriers of the CF gene, one in 
'twenty persons in the United 
States is such-a carrier. In 
Michigan alone there are nearly 
half a million such carriers. At 
.present, there is no definite test 
to determine a carrier of the CF

Drowning is one of the major 


causes of death among plants. 


While some die from lack of 


water, most succumb to over- 
zeatous watering by unknown- 
ing new owners, who literally 
drown their plants with love. 


It is always necessary to 


check the soil before watering 
by gently pushing your finger 
about an inch into the earth to 
'see if jtjs wet_or_dry. In the 
winter, don't be fooled .by cold 


, earth from a pot that is near a 


window; the soil can often feel 
wet. 


A good rule is to let your 


plants become completely dry

before watering them. When 
you do, soak until the water, 
runs out of the bottom of the pot 
Make sure the excess can drain 
out. Be extra careful ,not to 
overwater plants in decorative 
pots without''drainage holes. 
Generally, give them less water. 


Plants in plastic pots hold 


moisture longer than ones in 
clay and require fewer water- 
ings but check all plants 
frequently. A little plant in a 
-small clay pot may need water- 
ing every day while one in a 10- 
inch plastic pot might need a 
draink only once a week or less.

The report also said the 


decline in the nation's economy 
was so':steep in the fourth 
quarter of last year- that the ad- 
ministration cannot promise a 
quick rebound in the nation's 
economy this year. 


But tne President's Council of 


Economic 
Advisers, which 


prepared the report, still ex- 
pects the economy will "move 
on to the road to recovery" in 
the second half of 197S, follow- 
ing another steep decline with 
high unemployment and high 
inflation in the first half. 


"The most pressing concern 


of poticy is to halt the decline in 
production and employment so 
that growth of output can 


, resume and unemployment can 
* be reduced," they said. 


But the report left no doubt 


that the Ford administration 
has given up hope of bringing 
world oil prices anywhere near 
the'lower prices of just 18 
months ago. In fact, Ford said 
most domestic oil is at "ar- 
tificially low prices" that must 
be raised. 


"Present circumstances and 


the future security of the 
American economy leave no 
choice but td adjust to a higher 


relative 
price 
of 
energy 


products," the President said. 


His advisers said some pro- 


tection must be established to 
keep domestic prices high 
enough to protect new invest- 
' ment in other costly energy 
sources. 


The consequences 
of the 


higher energy prices will mean 
further hardship for Americans, 
the report said: 


"A reduction in standards of 


living and potential output 
compared to what we would 
otherwise:enjoy is inevitable 
..." the report said, although it 
added that the ectnomic and 
energy program is designed to 
hold such effects to a tninimum.- 


Like Ford's $349 billion fiscal 


1976 budget that was submitted 
to Congress Monday, the 384- 
page economic report painted a 
gtoomy outlook for the economy. 


Ford, who refused to recog- 


nize the economy was in a 
recession until two months ago, 
said in the first words of his 
message, "The economy is in a 
severe 
recession. 


Unemployment is too high and 
will rise higher." 


Unemployment is expected to 


rise to an average 8 per cent in 
1975, up from an average 5.6 per 
cent in 1974. Ford said despite 
this, the nation must live with 
higher unemployment than it 
would like because of the 
danger of inflation. 


"It is vital that we look 


beyond 
the 
unemployment 


problem to the need to achieve a 
reduction in inflation not only in 
1975 but also in 1976 and 
beyond," Ford said.

Fee Changes Await 
State Boat 


The Department of Natural Resources has been forced to initiate a 


crackdown on snowmobiling at southern Michigan state game 


; areas. 
, 


Conservation officers are making special efforts to apprehend 


: snobug violators because1 the DNR has been threatened with the loss 
of these wildlife lands along with a cut off of federal funds. 


It seems the DNR is under fire from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 


Service for permitting uses of game lands (namely snowmobiling) 
incompatible with wildlife production and hunting—for which they 
were purchased. 


Game areas allowing snowmobiling have special marked trails 


and scramble areas for snowmobiling, but federal officials are ap- 
parently alarmed by the number of machines which wander off the 
designated areas. 


• The DNR have given the order to step up game area snowmobile 
patrols and will report on their progress in correcting the problem 
when meeting next Monday and Tuesday with Jack Hemphill of 
Minneapolis, the regional director of the Fish and Wildlife Service. 


He'd better be satisfied, because at stake are 100 southern 


Michigan state game management units, many purchased at $5 to 
$15 an acre, which are worth perhaps $200 to $300 million at current 


. market values. Much of the land was purchased with federal Pitt-. 
. man-Robertson funds and there is some fear that the feds will order 
. the DNR to put up state monies to retain the areas. 


Even if federal officials didn't go to that extreme, the other threat 


of a cut off of future P-R funds would still be a disaster — the state 
gets $1.5 million a year from federal excise taxes on sporting arms 
and ammunition for its wildlife programs.

DNR Offering Snowmobile Film 


Michigan boat owners regis- 


tering their craft for the coming 
season will find some changes 
in the fee structure, according 
to the Department of Natural 
Resources. 


The Boat Plate Act (Act 70, 


P.A. 1911) has been superseded 
by Act 153. P.A. 1974, which 
amends Michigan's 
Marine 


Safety Act of 1967. The new law 
requires a boat registration 
period. of three years and 
eliminates the need for metallic 
boat plates on vessels used on 
the Great Lakes. 


Advantages of the 'new law 


include: single registration fora 
three-year period, eliminating 
the need for re-registration each 
year; exemption from personal 
property taxes, and 
boats 


previously registered only for 
inland lakes may now be used 
on the Great Lakes without ad-, 
ditional expense for a boat 
plate. 


Under the law, fees for regis- 


tration are based on a single 
year but the period of registra- 
tion w for three years with ex- 
piration set for December 31, 
1977, 


therefore, when registering 


this year, the fee would be three 
times the annual rate. Any boat 
registered in the second year of 
the cycle would pay two times 
the annual rate and in the third 
year of the cycle the fee is'the 
single year amount. 


The yearly lees for registra- 


tion are as follows: 


Motorboats less than 12 feet 


long, $2.50. 


Non-powered, non-commer- 


cial boats over 16 feet, $.1.90. 


Non-powered, 
commercial 


boats 12 feet and over, $1.90. 


Non-powered sailboats 12 feet 


and over, $1.50. 


Motorboats from 12 feet but 


less than 16 feet, $3.09. 


Motorboats from 16 feet but 


less than 20 feet, $7.50. 


Motorboats from 20 feet but 


less than 28 feet, $20.00. 


Motorboats from 28 feet but 


less than 35 feet, $30.00. , 


Motorboats from 35 feet but 


less than 42 feet, $40.00. 


Motorboats from 42 feet but 


less than 50 feet, $50.00. 


Motorboats over 50 feet long, 


$80.00. 


Pontoon boats regardless of 


size, $2.50. 


Motorized canoes regardless 


of size, $2.50 


Under the act, the length of a 


vessel is the shortest distance 
from end to end over the deck 
excluding any upward or down- 
ward curve from bow to stern. 


Exempt from registration 


under the new law are non- 
powered non-commercial boats 
16 feet and less in length and 
non-powered commercial, craft

The law states that all non- 


powered vessels, such as sail- 
boats, 12 feet and longer, either 
privately owned or used com- 
mercially, must be registered. 
Also, sailboats used with a mo- 
tor, either outboard or inboard, 
are considered to be motor- 
boats. 


Except for those boats 1R feet 


and longer which have never 
been used on the Great Lakes or 
connecting waters, the fee 
increase under Act 15S, P.A. 
1974, does not exceed $10 for the 
three-year cycle compared to 
the previous ."boat plate" ex- 
pense and the additional regis- 
tration fee. 
- 


As an example of how the new 


fee schedule works, the owner of 
a sailboat which has an out- 
board for intermittent propul- 
sion must measure the deck 
from bow to stern. 


Let us assume it is 24 feet' 


long. Since the owner uses a 
motor, the yearly fee for the 
boat is $20 under the classifica- 
tion of "motorboats from 20 feet 
but less than 28 feet." 


When applying for registra- 


tion at the Secretary of State's 
office, the boat owner would pay 
$20 for calendar year 1975,. $20 
for calendar year 1976 and 
another $20 for 1977 for a total of 
$60 at time of registration. 


If the boat is sold before the 


registration period is over, the 
law assumes the purchaser 
would reimburse the former 
owner for the time remaining on 
the registration.

A limited number of applica- 


tion forms may also be picked 
up at veteran's services offices 
in Berrien, Cass, Van Buren and 
Allcgan counties. The Berrien

sist Vietnam veterans in filling 
out their applications for the 
bonus. 


Branch offices of the secre- 


tary of state are located locally 
at 244 Pipcstone, Benton Har- 
bor, and 2609 Nilcs avenue, St.

Application forms for next-of- 


kin of deceased Michigan Viet- 
nam veterans will not be 
available until early spring 
because of the more complicat- 
ed legal considerations.

One is the application form and 
the other is a claim control 
card. Veterans will have to 
provide a copy of his discharge, 
form DD 214, 
for return with 


the application. Also,

The bonus program expires

veteran must have been a 
resident of Michigan for at least 
six months prior to entering the 
service.'lie must have been on 
active duty at least 190 days 
from January 1, 1961, to Sep- 
tember 1,1973. 


Combat veterans are entitled 


to receive a $600 cash bonus. 
Anyone entitled to wear the 
Vietnam service medal or the 
Armed Forces expeditionary 
medal, qualifies as a combat 
veteran. 


Those who served during the 


time of the Vietnam «:ar, but 
didn't receive those medals, are 
entitled to draw a bonus of $15 


for each month of service up to a 
maximum of $450. 


Eligible veterans; still on ac- 


tive duty should check with the 
military officer who has cust(>dy 
of their personnel records and 
will be able to verify eligibility 
m regard to military service 
requirements. 


If an eligible veteran has 


moved away from Michigan it is 
suggested that a friend or rela- 
tive who lives in Michigan pick 
up an application and send to 
the veteran. If this is not possi- 
ble, the veteran may request an 
application packet by writing to 
Vietnam Veteran Era Bonus

Answer: Keep in mind that a' 


well 
balanced

health 


promotes dental health too. But 


if you have any questions about 
nutrition or meal-planning, 
your family dentist will be able 
to give you some personalized 
nutrition counseling. 


Most people today eat far too 


many sweets and sugar-rich 
foods are a factor in dental 
decay. Simply, sugars activate 
the bacteria in the mouth, which 
in turn starts the formation of 
decay-causing acids. So to help, 
prevent dental decay, it is wise 
lo limit the consumption of 
sugar-rich foods and beverages 
to mealtimes. Avoid sugary 
foods between meals, especially 
hard candies, suckers, breath 
mints and the like. Tliese foods 
are kept in the mouth for long 
periods of time and bathe the 


teeth continually in a pool of 
sugar thus causing prolonged 
acid attacks on the teeth. 


Make sure that-meals include 


adequate amounts of food from 
the four basic food groups: Milk

GALESBURG — Rising costs

have produced a-serious capital 
shortage for Consumers Power 
company, the president of the 
giant utility said yestei-day.

million in new investments to 
meet its essential construction 
needs during 1S75, but because 
of Consumers low profit rate,

In the past, Aymond said, 


Consumers has been able to ex- 
pand its service to customers at 
a rate of about seven per cent a 
year, but now it can't even raise 
enough money to construct the 
facilities to meet a five per cent 
growth rale.

Aymond proposed a plan 


whereby the government would 
purchase the securitieSfOf utili- 
ties to finance construction of 
new power facilities. Such sup- 
port would not be a subsidy, he 
said5 but rather a way of meet- 
ing the future energy needs of 
the nation. 


Aymond pointed out that Con- 


sumers Power has. over $3 
billion invested in plants and 
facilities', 
yet its 
annual 


revenues are only one-third of 
that amount He noted that the 
company had to curtail .its 
planned expenditures by/~$91 
million in 1974, and would have 
spent at least $484 million on 
what it believed was. necessary 
construction during 1975 had the 
funds been available. 


The result has been, he said, 


that a nuclear plant scheduled 
to be built near Bay City rhas 
been canceled]. Two nuclear 
units "near Midland are two 
years behind schedule, and an 
oil fired generator near Essex- 
ville has had to be deferred a 
year. 


Each delay has cost the com- 


pany and eventually the con- 
sumer money — up -to $100 
million a year at Midland alone, 
Aymond said. 


Aymond predicted that the 


-Palisades nuclear plant near 
South Haven, which has been 
out of service for all practical 
purposes for the last 18 months. 


will become the company's

"It -(Palisades) 
should 


demonstrate over its remaining 
life, that the cost of outage, 
serious though it has been,.was 
a relatively small matter when 
compared with the savings it 
will make possible."
